Friend) Indians, the other for a general Fatt chroughout this Col- 
lony: By the one you may fee the great Care our Authority hath, . as well 
to make a diftingtion vifible, betwixt our Friends the Chriftian Indians, 
and.our Enemies the Heathens, as alfo, to fecure the one from injuries, and 
to lay the other open, and make them liable ro the hand of Juftice: By the 
éther you may fee what fence of the immediate hatid of God upon us our 
Magiftrates have ; and@ruly Sir, we have great caufe to blefs the Lord for 
thac we have fuchMagiftrates and Councellers that we are fo wellaffured 
do aime at the Glory of God, and the peace and welfare of his people in this 
Wildernefs; that however the mighty hand of God is lifted up upon us, 
and he hath given Commiffion to the Sword to deftroy, yet we are well fa- 
tisfied there is nothing wanting that lyeth within the reach of their wifdom 
or ftrength: Wherefore in the midft of our troubles we comfort our felves 
in this, that we are fatisfied they do whatin them lyeth : [hope in fome 
fhorttime I may hearofyour receipt thereof. 
sir, Inmy laft I alfogave you (atfirft) an Account of the Reafons of 
the Rife and Origin of thefe unhappy Wars, in which, my Information was 
not fo perfec, buttharthere was fomewhat amifs; although, at thar time, 
the Account thereof was generally receiv’d, and the alteration isnot much,

anda good while before, he, with feveral of his own men, had a Confpiracy 
to cutoff the Zaglifh thereabouts, and fcrupied not to make the bufinels 
known to Sofimaz, as fuppofing he might be of great ufe to him, in the car- 
rying.on that bloody defign ; whereupon this Sofoman foon after makes 
ths thing-kacwn tothe Governor of New- Plymouth. Collany, Fofiah Winflow 
Eig, King! PAdlip faspedtng he either woulddivulge, or haa already made

Confultation about the bufinefs; Sut 
King Philip behaved himfelf very uncivilly (like a Heathen,) however due

was done at Hatfield the 1 oth. of ood, \aft 5. in which Fight the Heathens 

were (oO puttoit, thatthey were forced to go to their laft refuge, thar is, 

the Narragan[ets, who I wrote you word we feared every day more and 
more would prove perfidious touss wherefore the Authority of the Un:ted- 
Collonies having Intelligence that Kivg philip with his whole retinue, ag 
well Women and Children, ee. did harbor themfelves under the pro- 

tegtion of Ninicreft, who is the King of the Narraganfets, as alfo hearing 

chat that fame Sachem, that came to Boffow about end of September lait, 

(being Ninicroft’s Eidelt Son) istince Marryed tothe Squaw Sachem; which 

Marriage doth fignifie a near Alliance : andalfo feeing that what that Sa- 

chem did agree unto with our Authority, when in Boffo, is not at al] regard- 

edbythem, (for chat Sachem fent word when he came home into hisown 

Country, that Ninécroft would not agree to what he haddone:) thefe 

things fo falling outnear the fame time, put our Authority then in Coun- 

celupon fome neceffity of finding out a {peedy way to remedy the fame. 

But notwith{tanding their perfideoufnels hitherto, yet about three weeks 

afters five Sachems came together from Ninicroft to Bofton, and engaged thae 

our Enemies, entertained bythem, fhould be delivered upinftantly ; but 
nothing being. done of what they promifed, the Commiffioners of the United 
Collonies, fitting in Councel here, (the feveral confiderations here expreft, 

with others moveing them thereto) in the firft place publifhed this following

100, Hoxrfe; ready to meec them at Wew- London, 
whereof Governour F ofiah Winflow is gone ous, Generals: From Adaffachufetts 
Gollony is gone’ out in‘Command,; Major Appleton of Ip(wich, Caprain 
Fames Oliver, Captain, Samuel Mofeley 5: and Capt, Nath, Davenport of 
Bofton, CaptsF obufon of Roxbury, Capt. Gardner of Salens, and Capts Tho» 
mae Prentice, Capt. of the Horle. Thefe were Commanders of thofe feven 
Companies that. marched hence.» -The 16th; ‘Inftant:we had advice from 
them, charthe Enemy had burnt Mr. feremiah Balls Houle at Narragan- 
fett, and killed 18. Men, Women, and Childrén that were in it, and .chat 
they hadcaken 55. Jndsansy, and killed 16. more, and burnt 150. Wigwams 
with the lofs of four of our Men, and as many wounded. This exploit was 
performed by Capt. Prentice, a Capt. of rhe Horfe. 
- The weather now being extream cold, having jboth Froft and Saow in 
moft places two foot, ‘in many places three foot deep, we have as yet had 
nothing like co a Field Battel with the Indians, fave that Fight we had at 
Hatfield, of which I gave you! an Account of in my laft, untilchefe Soul- 
diers went out laft; fince whichtiie, by feveral Pofts coming daily thence, 
as alfo by private Letters, I have this Account of this Fight in particular. 
-) On Saturday thet gth.AInttant, the General Maftered up the whole Ar- 
my in November, as before, having with them: three Minilters;: vx. 
Mr. Dudley; Mr. Backley, and Mr. Samuel Nowel, at Capt. Smiths Houle; 
(the fame Capt. Smith I told you in my laft, chat came to Boftonwith 
Ninnicroft’s Eideft Son a Sachem) whofe dwelling is about four miles off che 
| Narraganfetts dwellings, ‘and is now the {trongeft Garrifon in thofe parts) 
and having given orders foramarch, according to difcretion, marched to- 
wards the asdsenlits Country (or Town) where finding no Indians, they 
were ata ftand, not knowing which way to goin purfuitof the Indians. but 
however during their ftay, their Capt. Prentice, with his Company difco- 
veréd fome place under-ground, wherein was Indian-Cora laid upin ftore b 
them; this encouraged them to look farther; whereupon in their fearc 
they found feveral good quantities of that grain in like manner, which after- 
wards was conveyed to the Garrifon. «In the Afternoon of that Saturday, 
fome of the Souldiers accidentally efpied an Iadian alone, whom they took 
and carried to the General, whoupon his refufal to:anfwer to thofe queftions 
demanded, was ordered to be Hanged forthwith ; whereupon the Indian to 
fave his life, told them where the whole body of the Ivdians were together, 
as well King Philip, and all other Confederate Sagamores and Sachems with 
their whole. retinue, as alfo the whole body of the Narraganfets, being 
joyned all in a body in Nevember, about 4500. Indian men, befides Wives 
and Children: Whereupon, gales: this Indian for their Guide, they 
having provifions with them, marched all night, the Indians being then 16. 
Miles diftant from them, andthar Night there fell a very hard Snow two 
orthree foot deep, and with-allanextream hard Froft, fo that fome of our 
Men were frozen in theiy hands and feet, and thereby difabled for Service:

(whichelfe they.could not have done) they forthwith in one body entered 
the faid Swamp,: arid in the mid ft thereof was a piece of firm Land, of about 
three or fourAcres‘of ground,whereon the Jvdiazs had built 2 kind of a Fort, 
being Palifado’d round, and within thac a clay Wall, as/alfofelled down a- 
bundaace. of Trees to lay quite round thefaid Fort, bat they had nor quite 
finithed:the.faid work » The Genera!'placed Capt, Avofeley in. the Front, to 
enter.the Fort, andshe reft of the Companies were placed according to dif+ 
cretion to In their marehothey met with three Indians fent out as Scouts, 
whomthey: thot dead at fight thereof ¢ as foon as ever the Imdians {aw our. 
Army.comeing, they fhot.as faftas ever they could, and foour'Men did the 
| ke. \Beforeour Men could come up to take poffeffion of the»Forr, the 7a- 
déans hodAhot three Bullers through Capt. Davesport, whereupon he bled 
extreamly, and immediatly called ‘for his Lieutenant, Mr £dward Ting, 
and commited the chargeiofthe Company to him, and. defired him ro take 
cireofhisGun, and deliver ic according to order, and immediatly died in. 
the places; hisCompany were extreamly grieved at his death,’ im recard he 
was fo courteous tothem; for he being Commander of that Company, be+ 
longing to Cambridge and Watertown, &c. was a Stranger to moft of them + 
and at the time that hecame totake pofleifion of vhis Company, he made a _— 
very civil fpeech to them, and alfo gave them‘! free liberty to choofe their 
Serjeaneschemfelves, which pleated them. very: well, and accordingly did 
{o's:anducisvery probable the Judiays might think thar Capt. Davenport 
wasthe General, becaufe he had a very.good Buff Suiton at has time, and 
therefore mightfhoot athim. 9) fi boy ot se uid) 
Ina {hort time our Forces entred the” Fort’; Captain AMofeley being in 
the Front, ithe Zvdiaus knowing him very well, many direéted their thot to 
him) as he afterwards told che General that he believed he faw 50, aim at 
bim:: .Asfoon as he and they had entred the Fort, he efpred.a heap of above 
50, E#dians\ay deadin acorner, which the Jvdéans had gathered togethers 
as foonas ever our Men had entred the Fort,: the Ivdians‘fled, our men 
killed many of them, asalfo of their Wives and Children, amongft which 
an Indian Black-Smith (che only, man amongft them) that fitted their 
Guns: and Arrow-heads; and amongft many more. Honfes burnt his, as 
al{o,demolifhed his Forge, and carried away his Tools they-fought with 
the Indians, and purfued them fo long as was advantagious tothems; then 
the General gave order to found a Retreat, which wasdone according to 
order,» The Retreat was no fooner beaten, and the Sonldiers were in a 
Marching pofture, before they were got all out of the Forty a thoufand 
freth Indians fet on our Men, dutin an hours time the Jadiaws were forced 
to Retreat and Flie: Our Men, as near as they can judge, may have 
killed about 600. Indian Men, befides Women and,Children: Many more 
Indians were killed which we could have no account of, by reafon that 
they wouid carry away as many dead Indians asthey could. Our men be- 
fore they had been fet on by the frefh Imdians, had fet fire to’ moft of the © 
Waggons in and about the Fort (which were near 1000, in all;) how ma-_

mong({t us thac our men were loft either by the Enemy, or the Snow, which 
made many an heart-ake amongft us: But fo it was, that which we feared 
avould {poi,us, did very,much difable the, Enemy , for we having burne 
down dimoftalltheif Wigwams, asalfo-all' their Corathat we'could find, 
they thereby have lef ifhelrer;and lefs fubfiftence left them, apie mifery 
of theirs is much aggravated by that.greatSnow. The Fight beingover, 
our men Retreated to!Mr.\Saeth's Honle, where(the-Noble General gave 
Order that the Wounded and Sick thould firft of allbe cared for, which 
was done accordingly 3, and chat they might have che better Accomodation 
in the Houfé;: the Genetal himfelf lay in a Barn’belonging to the faid Houfe. 
Care is now taken to raife a 1009, menmore to,ateend the General, which — 
will faddenly march 5 what thé iffue will be the Lord knows...) 
King Philip fappofing that Hatfield, a Town on,Cone(ficot-River ,.was 
very thin ofmens he drewtogether 7 or 800, of his. Jndians,. among which 
they had feveral Hoifes, and faddenly entred the Town on the roth. of 
October, 1675. which after they had fet on Fire in three places, they di- 
vided themfelves into two'bodies, and began to aét feveral, Cruelties on 
the Inhabitants : The Engli/b by their dilligencefoon quenched the fires 5 
and making up a body of 200, men, moft of whichwere newly come into 
the Town, théyféll onthe Isdsans witha great deal of fury, and after two 
hours Fight, compelled the Zadéaus to leave: the: Town: with more haft than 
they éacred’s the Englith faving flain about 100. Indians, ‘with very little 
lofstothemfelves, purfued’ the reft to the River-fide, where’ many were 
drowned that‘could\not {wim to the fartherfide. “After is Fighs, Philip © 
and his Indians fled to the Narraganjets, which cauted the’ sounfel of che |

Y laft to you beared Date ihe wrt. of December, 1675. wheteitt 
I gave youa true-Account of the ftate of our Affairs in New- 
England, particularly of the Engagement. of our Forces with 
. othe Indéans onthe roth, of December, 1675. andthe number 
of the Slain and Weunded, I thall now continue my Intelligence according 
toyour requeft, and my promife, and give you a true Account ofall tranf- 
aétions*here (worth your information 5 fince the forefaid 19th. of De- 
cember. 

Our wouhded men (thanks be to-God) are moft of them pretty well re- 
covered, and only Captain Sealy is dead 'thae I can hear of. By fome 
Indian: Prifoners, lately taken, we are ‘certainly informed that they had 
355. men killed . out-right,’ befides feveral burnt in their Wageons, with 
Women and Children, -and'180. wounded, many of which are ince dead, 
particularly Sachem Quanepins Brother, who was aman of oreat Cont: 

mand among the Indians, — That Night the Imdians leftthe place where the 
_ Fight was, ‘and Retreated 5. miles farther into the Country, Ninecroft 
an old Sachémin that Country, who hath hitherto continued Neuter, and 
neither affifted the Indians nor us, fent fome of his men the next day, and 
Buried the.dead emerd and as many of the Englifbas were left behind 
dead. : 

On the 23. and 24th. of December, the Indians fent forme Commifiioners 
to our General to Treat of Peace, which they had no mind toconculde ; 
but we foon perceived it was only to prevent our falling uponthem, arid to 
gain themfelves more time to remove their Army and Provifion twenty 
miles farcher into the Country, to fome Rocks where we could not get at 
them without great danger. Although our General knew this, he was defi- 
rous to keep the Treaty on foot by reafon the Forces of the Collony of 
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Connedicoi had left our Army, and we at home torectuit, and thofe ftip- 


plies from Boffom, that are daily expected, not being yet Arrived, our Army 
was notina conditionto make any new attempts on the Enemy; but had 
not the Conueéicot Forces left our Army, we had hopes that we might 
have compelled the Enemy to yield toour mercy. During this time, our 
Forces foraged the Country, and brought in great quantities of Indian- 
Corn tothe Army. 
 Aboutthe beginning of Famuary, the Forces from Bo/lom that were fent 
to Reinforce our Army atrived at Narraganfet, where our Army themlay : 
the extféam coldnefs of the Seafon had mightily incommende them in 
their march; chey.loft Eleaven of their Men/on their. march, that were 
frozen to death, and brought many others fick and difhearened with the ex- 
tream coldnefs of the Seafon: they were joyfully received by the Army, 
and foon after them the,Conneéticot Forces came tothe Army,having Re- 
inforced their Companies with fome freth men,-and broaghe with them 
Unkus anOld Sachem,who dwelt in the Connecticot jurif{diction ; he brought 
with him fome Companies of hisown Indians co the affiftance of the 
Englifh. Soe geet 7 


The Winter being now broke up, and the Snow and Ice all gone, our | 


Army confifting in all of 1600. men, began their March tothe Rocks, 
where the Indians were fled for proteGtion , but intheir way, they fad in- 
telligence that 300. Indians had been at Patuxit, an Englifh Plantation on 
the Narraganfet Bay, where they had burnt Mr. Carpenters\Cota and Hay, 
and all his Houfes, except his dwelling Houfe; which likeiife they had fer 
on fire, but it was again quenched by fome Ewglifh chat were in it: They 
likewife. drove away with them 180, Sheep, 50. head \of large ‘Cattle; 


-and 15. Horfes: Befides, they took much Cartel from young Mr. Harré; 


and killed 2 Negroe-Servantof his; and having done this mifchief, returned 
home with their Booty. +5 . 

Our Army being Arrived in Pambam's Country, andadian Sachim, we 
burnt his Town, and had a fmall Reincouncer with fome of his Indiansy 
where we wounded his chief Caprain Quaquajh on the knee, and killed five 
of his Men.and had four of our Comnet# scot men wounded, 

Our Scours brought in Prifoner one Ti ift, a Renegadoe Englifh man, 
who having received adeferved punifhment from our General, deferted our 
Army, and fled to the Enemy, where he had good entertainment, and 
was again (ent out by them with fome of their Forces, he was fhot in the 
Knee by out Scouts, and then taken before he could difcharge his Musket, 
which was taken from him and found deep charged, and laden with Slugs: 
He was brought co our Army, and Tryed by a Counfel of War, where he 
pretended thac he was taken Prifoner by the Zedians, and by them com- 


pelled to bear Armsin their Service 3 but‘this being proved to be falfe, he .

Our Army beat the Jadians from the forefaid Rocks, and purfued them 

almoft as faras Quabog,in which purfuit we killed about 60. or 70. of them, 

and found many of the Matts fcattered in the way, with whichthey cover 

their Honfes, which we fuppofe they could not carry with them by re 
on 
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fon of our clofe purfuit. Some Prifoners taken fromthem, inform us, thaé 
their body confifts of 4000, whereof 1800. were Fighting Men, half of 


‘ which wanted Arms, chat they were in great want of Powder, and greater \B 
want of Provifions. | Ot MER Ce |Z 
Provifion growing fcarce in our Atmy, andthe Eaemy having cleanfed \2 
the Country of things that might tend. to, our Relief, our General refolved Pa 
to purfue them no farther, bac ‘to’haftén-homewards, which accordingly Bw 
was done with what {peed we could; butthe fcarcity of Vidtuals daily en- ike 
creafing, we'were forced to kill feveray of our Horfés for our Suftenance:: ies 
Our General difmift the Conneéticet-Men,and {éntthem home the nearet y 
way, and Old Unkus and his Jadiausalong with them. They proved very : te 
faithful in our Service, and were well treated by us. Our General havin Ex 
left 60. men in Garrifon at’ Mr, Smiths Houle, at Navraganfer; where the cS 
Fight was on the rgth. of December,came home by the way of Atalborough: 
Many of our Souldiers are troubled withthe Flax, of which our General is @ 
one. fe 


King Philip hath not yet been at Narraganfet, as we feared, but is retired 
with his Men near 4/bany, where he hath kept his Winter Quarters. We 
very much fear the Zwdéans falling on our Out-Towns this Spring, which 
 ifthey fhould; would extreamly damnifie us. 7 
- Our Friend Mr. H. 0. went out again into the Army, before he was 
cured of his old wound, and hath received another on his Elbow-joynt, which

~ Tfee nolikelihood of any Peace, but much fear our Wars are fat froman 
_ end: Oar Trade to Virgénia is quite decayed, not one Veflebhaving gone 
from hence thither fince the Wars began; but by a fmall Veflel Arrived 
here from thence, we are informed that the Zvdians have fallen unexpected 
on the Exglifh, and deftroyed many of them, and done much harm with 
very little lofs to themfelves, but this report finds very little credic with us 5 wa

the Negroes, which was by the Providence of God miraculoufly 

difcovered eight days before the intended Murder fhould have 

been acted : The manner of the difcovery was thus; A Negroe man be- 
longing to Mr. Hall Senior, being abfented from his faid Mafter, among fe- 
veral other Negroes who had a hand in the Plot: In a Councel among 
them, they did contrive that the Negroes belonging to each feveral Planta- 
tion, fhould in the dead time of the Night fall on at che found of the Allarm, 
which was tobe giventin one hour, and at feveral places through the Ifland, 
which Negroes fa allotted was to kill their Mafter and Miftreffes with their 
Overfeers; this forefaid Negroe of Mr. Halls. (though one of the chief 
Plotters) yethavinga refpect to his Mafter, would by no means confent to 
the killing of his Mafter , and upon refufal was much threatned; and: being 
_aftaid of his Life, makes his efcape and returns home; and one day, which 
was a little before the profecution of the murder, was over-heard (telling 
the Plot to his Country-men) bya NegroWoman, who waited and auend- 
edonher Miftrefs, which the Negro Woman immediately reveals, The 
Negroe man being takento examination, confeft the whole truth, which 
was immediately told the Governour, who appointed fome Captains ro 
raife their Companies for deprefling the Rebels, which accordingly was 
done, and abundance taken & apprehended .& fince,put to death,and the reft 
kept in a more {tricter manner, yet fPethuran-like, we have kicked a- 
gainft God, and flighted the mercy of fo greac:a deliverance, » The man- 
ner of their proceedings I wrote to you more at large; and as the'Lord did 
deliver us from the Tyranny and barbarous cruelty of Savage Heathens, and 
we ftill remaining obftinate, & refufing to return to himby Repentance; the 
Lord hath taken us:into his own hand to chaftife us, which chaftifements 
Jyeth very heavy onthe poorer fort, and none of the Rich excepred. Sir, 
upon the laft day of Augu/f laft, about fix of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
there did arife a Violent Storm of Wind & Rain out of the North- Weft,and 
continuing betweenthe North and the South fo violent, that before the 
hour of Twelve at Night, there was not twenty Houfes ftanding in our Pa- 
tifh, inwhich there is above three hundred Families, and thofe that did 
ftand, much damnified; our Neighbouring Parithes rafting of the fame 
Cup. There is kill'd out-right (by the falling of Houfes) in this Parith, 
thirty-feven, and many more is fince, wich the violence of the wind and
